Harry Duer, who Is Just two years
old, was running about the yard of
his home, 818 Summit avenue, playing
with hls brother Frank, who ls four.
There is a cistern In the yard, used to
tnke the waste water from the kitchen,
The cover slipped and in Harry
plumped.

Mrs. Charles Duer, the mother, was
at work in the kitchen. Frank had two
courses open; one was to do the child-
ish thing and run screaming for his
mother ; the other was to save hiu little
brother himself, and ho chose the Iatter
course, Lying on his stomach, he
renched into the cistern and seized the
baby by the collar., Then he held on
and yelled for some one to coms to
his nesistance,

The water In the cistern was deep,
well over the baby's head, but Frank
clung to him grimly. Several persons
passed, but they did not hear the child's
cries, Frank was getting weaker, but
he stuck to it; and finally Margaret
Schraeder, the twelve-year-old daugh-
ter of a neighbor, passed by and heard
the child's calls,

Running into the yard, she reached
into the cistern and lifted Harry out,
wet, covered with slime, but none the
worse. Then the boys went into the

house to their mother,
“I'm wsorry mother,”" said little
Frank. *'1 tried to hold him up by his

hands, but he wquirmed so I had te
hold on to his collar and muss it all
u "

Thoroughly exhausted, Frank curled
up on the couch in the parlor and fell
nsleep at once, and slept for hours. Hy
the time he awoke ngain the reaction
had set in, and he wns a very sick boy
all night. Today, however, he is fully
recovered. '

home today. They went willingly
enough over to the cistern to have thelr
photographs taken, but the cover has

According to Mrs. Duer, the chil-
dren were playing with Lydia SBtanley,
four years old, who Ilives with her
grandparents, Mr, and Mrs, Alfred
Geasley, at 811 Bummit avenue, and
their little dog Nellle yesterday, when
the nccident occurred. Where Lydia
ran to at the time no one seems to
know, but she promptly disappeared
when Harry went into the cistern, cau-
tiously reappearing later when it all
Was over.

He served all through the
Civil War, under General Grant, and
was a personnl friend of the great com-
mander. Ile was distantly related to
the Captain Errickson who commanded
the Monitor in its combat with the
